They (Frankly Admittei That the 
Purpose of the Franchise Re- 
strictions Was To Get Rid 
of Ignorant Negro 
Voters. .

Washington, January 4.—(Special.)—The 
effort to strike at the south through in- 
vestigation into the alleged disfranchise- 
ment of voters in different states which 
was started by Mr. Olmsted, of Penn- 
syivania, yesterday, proved a flash in 
the pan, for today, after some further 
sparring, Mr. Olmsted and the  repub- 
licans agreed to have the resolution re- 
ferred to the house census committee. 
This means that, far as any effect 
upon the coming apportionment is con- 
cerned, the resolution is a dead letter. 
The census committee has already de- 
cided upon its bill, which fixes. the mem- 
bership for the next ten years at the 
present number—357—and makes the ap- 
portionment upon the basis of popula- 
tion. : 

In the course of the debate today Mr. 
Pearson, of North Carolina, stated that 
he had been informed by the census 
officers that’ it would take more than 
two months to secure the information 
called for by the resolution, and within 
that: time the life of the present con- 
gress-will have It was because 
of this general understanding that noé- 
ing substantial would ever come of the 
resolution that many republicans sup- 
ported Mr. Olmsted the preliminary 
skirmishes and, for the same reason, the 
democrats favored reference to the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Hopkins, chairman of the census 
committee, told me this evening that he 
did not. expect this resolution, or the 
house action upon it, to stand in the 
way of the passage of the apportionment, 
“pir went éomparatively early date. He 
had expected to get that bill up within 
a few days, but it.is probable that to 
keep up appearances of taking this Olm- 
sted resolution the committee 
will hold the bill back for several: weeks. 
There is, however, a very general agree- 
ment that the reference to the commit- 
tee practically kills the resolution. Those 
republicans who have colored. constitu- 
ents in their districts have made a show- 
ing and have “saved their faces” after 
the Chinese fashion, and that is all most 
cf them were after. 

The debate the resolution was 
marked by exceeding frankness. Some 
of the southern members avowed that the 
attempt to enfranchise the negro had 
been a lamentable failure and the action 
of certain states in legally eliminating 
the blacks as factors at the polls, they 
said, was in the interest of civilization 
and progress. Mr. McDermott, of New 
Jersey, in the course of his remarks. 
asserted that every state in the union 
either added to or subtracted from the 
constitutional requirements of voters 
and challenged any member to show to 
the contrary one that did not. 

After the resolution had been thus dis- 
posed of the reapportionment bill was 
taken up and debated by Mr. Hopkins, 
of Illinois, and Mr. Shafroth. of Colo- 
Prado. An attempt to agree upon a time 
for the final vote on the bill failed, 
although the general impression is that 
the debate will conclude early next week. 

Before the house met leaders on both 
sides had agreed that the Olmsted res- 
olution should be recommitted when the 
resolution came up. 

Mr. Richardson. the minority leader, 
formally proposed that this course be fol- 
lowed. Mr. Olmsted replied that. he 
would consider the proposition after the 
house had voted to consider the resolu- 
dion. The roll was called. 

The house voted, 103 to 91, to consider 
the resolution, whereupon Mr. tichardson 
moved to recommit the resolution to the 
committee on census. Upon Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s motion Mr. Olmsted demanded 
the previous question. Mr. Underwood 
attempted to interpose a motion to post- 
pone consideration of the resolution in- 
definitely, but the speaker ruled this mo- 
tion out of order. Upon a rising vote the 
motion for the previous question was not 
sustained, 64 to 73, but Mr. Olmsted im- 
mediately demanded the ayes and noes, 
which were ordered. ‘Several republican 
members remained seated both on the 
motion for the previous question and on 
the demand for the ayes and-noes. Mr. 
Richardson tried to interject a motion to 
lay on the table, but it was ruled out of 
order. 

The action of the minority leaders had 
-angered Mr. Olmsted and instead of ac- 
quiescing in the motion to recommit, he 
had now resolved upon a direct vote upon 
the adoption of the resolution. 

The vote on the previous question Was 
close. Before it was announced, Mr. 
Pearson, of North. Carolina, who had 
voted ‘“‘no,’’ changed his vote to “aye,” 
Stating that he made the change, as he 
had reason to believe that the resolution 
would be recommitted. The previous 
question was ordered, 102 to 98. This gave 
twenty minutes debate on a side. 

Mr: Shattuc, of Ohio, read a resolution 
upon the same subject, which he had in- 
troduced and which he said he was will- 
ing should go to the census committee 
with the Olmsted resolution. He ex- 
plained his object was that the reappor- 
tionment might be based upon the consti- 
tutional provisions.

The reMains were not taken down until 
about 10 o'clock and were then brought 
to West's undertaking place, where an 
inquest was held at 1:30.

Mrs. Locklear today said Reed was the 
man who had assaulted her. She had 
denied it yesterday, because she feared 
that they would kill him before her.

Sterling Thompson Is Shot 0 


Death by Masked Mob 
WAS INSIDE HIS OWN HOME 


Crowd Gathered About the House, 
Battering in the Door and Then 
Riddled the Negro with 
Bullets and Buck- 
shot. 


Fairburn, Ga., January 4.—(Special.)— 
On the Darnell place, ten miles west of 
Fairburn, near the Chattahoochee river, 
Sterling Thompson, a prominent negro 
politician and quite well-taedo, was as- 
sassinated in his own house. 

About ten days ago the negro received 
a written notice to leave the county in 
ten days. Thompson paid little attention 
to it, and declared his intention of re- 
maining. Last night a party of masked 

en called at the negro’s house and de- 
manded to know why he had not gone. 
The negro offered to go at once, if they 
would give him a chance, but the white- 
caps replied that he had waited too long. 
The negro had the door of his house 
securely barred, but the mob hurled an 
anvil against it, knocking !t down. As they 
did so, they riddled the negro’s body 
with bullets and buckshot. 

In the house with Thompson were his 
wife and son, who succeeded in- getting 
away, but a shot struck the son. The 
mob quickly dispersed, and when neigh- 
bors got to the place they found no one 
there but the dead negro. So far there 
is no clew to the perpetrators 6f the deed. 

It has been suggested that the crime 
may have been the work of moorthiners, 
who were afraid the negro might know 
too much, as illicit stills are no strangers 
to that section of the county.

OVER ARMY BILL 


Democrats and Some Repub- 
~licans Fight Measure 


SHARP. ATTACK ON MPKINLEY 


Wellington Criticises President on 
Alaskan Case—Hoar Pleads for 
Filipinos—Teller Roasts 
Filipino Commission 
Roundly. 


Washington, January 4.—For five hours 
joday the senate discussed the army re- 
organization Dill. The debate took a 
wide range at times, but was confined 
principally to the question of the neces- 
sity for the increase ig the regular army 
provided for in the pending measure. 

The Philippine question was threshed 
over at great length, but few really new 
points were advanced. Speeches wé@re 
made by Mr. Cafter, of Montana; Mr. 
Teller, of Colorado; Mr. Hoar, of Mas- 
sachusetts; Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, and 
Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana. One of the 
sharpest colloquies of the session was be- 
tween Mr. Carter and Mr. Wellington, of 
Maryland. 

Mr. Hoar advanced a proposition to cre- 
ate a commission, to be composed of all 
shades of political opinion, to investigate 
the entire Philippine question and report 
its findings to congress in order that a 
basis might be formed for intelligent ac- 
tion. Some slight progress was made 
toward the completion of the pending 
measure. 

A resolution was adopted favoring the 
enactment of such laws and the making 
of such treaties as will effectually prohib- 
it the sale of opium and intoxicating bev- 
erages by the signatory powers to ab- 
original tribes and uncivilized races. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, offered a res- 
olution directing the committee on mill- 
tary affairs to inquire upon what al- 
leged facts the charges against Major 
Heistand, of the United States army, by 
Erastus I. Hawkes, are based, and report 
to the senate. Mr. Jones said an army 
officer had been removed because of some 
alleged bad conduct. The charges indi- 
cated that the army officer who remained 
In the service was as guilty as he who 
was removed. If so, he ought to be re- 
moved, too. The resolution finally was 
referred to the committee on military af- 
fairs. 

The resolution offered yesterdav by Mr. 
Pettigrew calling for information with 
reference to the Philippines was laid be- 
fore the senate, and Mr. Lodge moved 
that it be referred to the committee on 
Philippines, and it was finally so re- 
ferred. Mr. Pettigrew said the  presi- 
dent maintained there was no war in the 
Philippines. The military committee de- 
clared that war existed there, and that 
at least 60,000 men would be required to 
suppress the rebellion. He, therefore, de- 
manded the facts. 

- Another of Mr. Pettigrew’s resolutions 
calling upon the president for informa; 
tfon as to the-necessity for an increase 
in the strength of the army was referred 
to the committee On military affairs. On 
demand of Mr. Pettigrew the committee 
report on the army bill was read. Mr. 
Carter asked unanimous consent to pass 
upon the unobjected amendments. Mr. 
Pettigrew objected. 

Mr. Wellington, of Maryland, demanded 
to know the intention of the administra- 
tion with reference to the Philippine 
islands. If it was to force an annexa- 
tion of the Philippines, then a large army 
would be necessary. Two campaigns had 
been fought out and the situation was 
worse than ever. Mr. Wellington was 
opposed to an increase of the army, if 
the government purposes to try to deprive 
the Filipinos o* self-- :vernment. 

Mr. Carter replied that ‘‘the president 
has no authority to decide what shall 
be done with the Philippines.”’ 

“The moment the treaty of peace was 
ratified,’’ said he, ‘“‘that moment it be 
came the supreme law of the land. If the 
president had refused to maintain the 
sovereignty of the United States there, 
he would have laid himself Hable to im- 
peachment.,”’ 

‘Has, he not already given 
eignty over a portion of Alaska?’ 
quired Mr. Wellington. 

Mr. Carter replied that what the presi- 
dent had done as to the Alaskan bound- 
ary had been accomplished through a mo- 
dus vivendi, @ purely temporary arrange- 
ment. “It is nevertheless a fact,’’ de- 
clared Mr. Wellington, ‘“‘that territory 
over which we had undisputed sovereign- 
ty has been abandoned: The British flag 
has been raised over it, and it is con- 
trolled by British constabulary. That is 
the fact.’’ 

Mr. Carter—That 
only. 

Mr. Wellington said the Alaskan bound- 
ary was distinctly marked by stones and 
the territory acquired by the United 
States from Russia was clearly the prop- 
erty of the United States. 

“If the president should be impeached 
if he relinquished territory in the Phil- 
ippines, he should likewise be impeached 
for relinquishing sovereignty in Alaska.”’

“You'll want not 100,000 men,’’ he de- 
clared, “‘but you'll want 200000, and you 
will want them for a hundred year.” 

Mr. Teller said it would be easily pos- 
sible to pass a bill in forty-eight hours 
that would provide for an army of 100,000 
men or 200,000 men for service in the Phil- 
ippines provided it was made to apply to

inite limited time. He attacked the Phil- 
ippine commission now in Manila for leg- 
islating for people in whom they had no 
interest. “The czar of Russia,’ said 
he, “is an absolute czar. He has a coun- 
cil of sixty men who sit with him, but 
these men are Russians. They have the 
sympathy and ambitions of Russians. But 


these Americans in the Philinnines are | 


strangers to the country and to the peo- 
ple. Under the law, they have a right 
to be there, but under God’s law, which is 
higher, they have no nlace there at all.

Mr. Caffery inquired whether in the ctr- 
cumstances Mr. Teller would vote to 
maintain the authority of the United 
States in the Philippines. 

“As Mr. Lincoln announced in regard 
to the Mexican war,’’ replied the Colo- 
rado senator, ‘‘a war that he did not be- 
lieve in, he would vote for such a force as 
the government needed. So I have no 
doubt tha@, as long as our flag floats in 
the Philippine archipelago, I will, reluc- 
tant as I may be, vote to maintain the 
army and flag there. If that is illogical, 
it is illogical because there is no better 
way out of it.’’ 

Mr. Proctor said the maximum force 
authorized by the bill was to be used 
only in the present emergency and there 
would be a return to the minimum of 
64,000, which was the peace footing of the 
bill. No one could tell when more troops 
might be needed in Alaska, Hawali, Porto 
Rico.

This is 
because the expense of muintaining the 
foreign military establishments in China 
prctably will be assessed against the 
Chirese government and the cost of keep- 
ing fcreign troops in Pekin at this season 
of the vear, and in a country where every 
necessity of life has to be imported from 
a distance, will make the bill very heavy.

Mr. Hoar urged that it would be most 
desirable to have appointed a commis- 
sion representing all phases of life, men 
of the highest character and standing, to 
ascertain the facts as to the Philippines 
and to make them known to congress and 
to the people. He said: 

‘Let them state their case. They can 
come and go in peace and honor. If we 
say to the Filipinos that we shall not 
consider their case until they go down on 
their knees, lay their hands upon their 
hips and their lips in the dust, this war 
will go on, if there is a spark of spirit 
and principle in their breasts, until every 
Filipino of one sex is exterminated and 
until the women,among them take up the 
fight and are exterminated also.” 

Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, supported the 
pending bill. The rebellion, he declared, 
should be crushed as an Indian uprising 
in the west should be, and in the end 
liberty and its blessings would be extend- 
ed to the people of the Philippines. 

Mr. Caffery, of Louisiana, argued 
against the bill, deprecating the establish- 
ment of a large standing army. 

At 5:30 p. m. tne senate adjourned.

Swift Justice for Two Negro 
Murderers in Florida 


HANGED AND THEN RIDDLED 


‘Sheriff Lured from Opera House at 
Madison, Jail Keys Secured and 
Negroes Taken—Lynchers

Madison, Fla., January 4.—Two negroes, 
Jim Denson and a half brother, were 
taken last night about 10 o’clock from the 
county jail, by persons unknown, carried 
into the woods about a half mile from 
town and hung. The bodies were also 
riddled with bullets. 

They are the persons who a few weeks 
ago were charged with the 
Frederick Redding, a farmer residing in 
the northern part of this county. They 
fled to Georgia, were.arrested, brought 
back to this state and confined in the 
Leon county jail, as there was some fear 
of lynching if they were brought here 
before court was held. An order had been 
issued and published calling a special 
term of the circuit court,-to be held in 
this county on the 7th instant, and the 
sheriff had been ordered to bring the pris- 
oners here.and lodge them in jail_.to 
await the action of the court. The train 
bearing them was slowed up about a mile 
from town and the prisoners were taken 
through the woods to the jail. 

While attending an entertainment at the 
opera house last night given by the 
Knights of Pythias, the sheriff was in- 
formed that some one wished to see him. 
On reaching the street the keys of the 
jail were demanded of him. He refused, 
stating that he did not have them, but 
several men seized him and succeeded in 
getting them. To repair to the jail and 
execute their purpose was the work of a 
short time. The night was cold and 
rainy. 3 

There was no noise or excitement and 
but few of the citizens knew of the lynch- 
ing until this morning. The sound of the 
firing of guns was heard by many, but no 
notice was taken of it, as during Christ- 
mas and New Year holidays the explosion 
of fireworks in town and the firing of pis- 
tols in the suburbs was of nightly oc- 
currence. From the number of empty 
cartridges found at the place, it is esti- 
mated that the number of lynchers was 
a hundred or more.

Eut Does He Fail? 

The argument of former Secretary of 
the Treasury John G. Carlisle before 
the supreme court on the Porto Rican 
tariff bill, from the trouble which it is 
giving to the republican publicists, 
must have been unusually strong. 

Mr. Carlisle approached the question 
in fine form. He sought to establish 
the principle that California, which 
now is a state in the-union, onee was 
territory of the United States under 
conditions like that of Porto Rico. The 
decision quoted is coupled with a quall- 
fication that nothing conflicting with 
treaty provisions shall operate against 
the findings of the court. “It is exact- 
ly on this point,’ says Mr. Carlisle’s 
republican critic, “that the Carlisle ar- 
gument is said to fail. The treaty with 
Spain negotiated in Paris especially 
authorized the United States congress 
to prescribe what the relations of the 
ceded possessions should be to their 
new sovereign.” 

But does Mr. Carlisle really fail? He 
holds that .congress derives its powers 
from the constitution, and can be 
neither greater nor weaker than this 
great instrument provides. Under that 
constitution the American idea is. citi- 
zenship and equal participation in the 
government. The Paris treaty possesses 
ho power by which it can direct the 
action of congress. That body cannot 
be constitution-bound in Massachusetts 
and constitutionless in Porto Rico. The 
Paris treaty does not take superior 
place nor even equal place with the 
constitution. 

It is high time for the republicans to 
realize that the constitution stands su- 
preme, without a rival.

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BLOW AT WARD PHYSICIAN; 
CHARGE AGAINST A DOCTOR 


; 


‘The board of health has inaugurated a) 


Plan, the object of which is to secure the 
abolishment of the several offices of ward 
physician. The matter was discussed at 
the last regular meeting of fhe old board 
' Of health, held yesterday afternoon, and 
the members of the boar@ were unani- 
mous jin their opposition to the present 
system of ward physicians, The senti- 
ment was expressed vy one of the mem- 
bers that the city was simply throwing 
its money away when it paid the sala- 
ries of these officials. 

The first step in the realization of this 
Plan will be taken at the meeting of the 
city council Monday in the form of an or- 
dinance to be introduced by Councilman 
Longino. The substance of the ordi- 
nance will be that council créate the of- 
fice of heaith officer; that his salary be 
fixed, and that his term of office be for 
four years.~ The duties of this official 
are to be prescribed by the board of health 
and he is to be directly responsible to 
the board for his official acts, This ordi- 


+. 


rance {s being prepared by Judge Ander- 
son, the city attorney. 

The announcement of Dr. Longino that 
this ordinance was in course of prepara- 
tion precipitated the discussion of the 
ward physician matter. It was the sense 
of the boatd that the ward physician ser- 
vice was very unsatisfactory and the 
members heartily agreed that some reme- 
dy should be applied to better the condi- 
tion. The discussion was informal and 
no definite action was taken by the board 
further than to agree to assist Dr. Lon- 
gino in every manner possibie in getting 
his ordinance through council. 

The plan for the abolishing of this of- 
fice, which was proposed yesterday and 
which met with the favor of the members 
of the boand, is this: It is the desire to 
first secure the establishment of the 
health office and then later to have the 
city divided into districts and each dis- 
trict to be presided over by an assistant 
health officer. These Officials are to be 
capable physicians, who, when they ac- 


cept the office, will give up their regular 


practice and do nothing but attend to 
business of the city in reference to health. 

It is also proposed to open a drug store 
on the north side and one on the south 
Side for the special use of these physi- 
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cians, where they will be furnished all 
of the necessary medicines and medical 
supplies. 

Sensational Charge Made. 

While this matter was under considera- 
tion, quite a sensational charge was 
made against Dr. T. BE. Pierce; the fourth 
ward physician. It was reported that he 
had been called to attend a colored girl, 
who was ill, but that he failed to re- 
spond. The call, it is alleged, was re- 
peated day after day for several days, 
but still there was no response. Finally 
another physician visited the house and 
found that the girl was {ll with a conta- 
gious disease. There is no telling how 
many persons were exposed during the 
time efforts were made to sécure the 
ward physician. In view .of these state- 
ments the board expressed the opinion 
that charges should be preferred against 
the doctor and presented to council. 

It is such conditions as these that the 
boand desires to eliminate. The mem- 
bers claim that under the present system 
the ward physicians are responsible to 
no one for their actions. 

The formal charges against the doctor 
will probably be formulated at once, and 
it may be that an investigation will be 
ordered at the next meeting of council.

Mrs. M. E. Horne, of Atlanta, together 
with many others has interested 
herseif in the sad of this young 
girl, and yesterday Mrs. Horne called on 
Judge Turner, chairman of the prison 
commission, with regard to the matter. 
Mrs. Horne presented to Judge Turner 
some letters showing the nature of the 
charitable work in which she is engaged. 

It is Mrs. Horne’s idea to secure a par- 
don, if possible, for Dolly Pritchard, “and 
to send her to the House of the 
Shepherd, at Geargetown, D. C. 
young girls who have been led astray 
have been sent to that institution from 
this section. Mrs. Horne herself has 
Sent several young women there. 

Mrs. Horne will probably file with the 
prison commission next week an applica- 
tion for the pardon of Dolly Pritchard 
with a view to sending her to the insti- 
tution named, in case it is granted. It is 
probable that the petition of othegs will 
be included with that of Mrs. Horne. 

The prison commission will hold a meet- 
ing next week upon the return to the city 
of Commissioners Evans and _ Eason. 
Judge Turner said vesterday the commis- 
sion would take up the case ds soon as 
the application is filed and would give 
it prompt consideration. 

Mrs. Horne Talks of Case. 

Mrs. Horne is the widow of the late 
C. D. Horne, who, at the time of his 
death several years ago, was one of At- 
lanta’s most prominent citizens. 
£2 practical philanthropist, and during*the 
past thirteen years has. done a noble 
work by not only rescuing young women 
from unfortunate lives, but by placing 
them in institutions where they have had 
the opportunity to reform. 

In an interyiew with a reporter of The 
Constitution last night Mrs. Horne said: 

“Yes, it is true that I am interesting 
myself in the case of Dolly Pritchard, 
and you may say that I have secured a 
home for her as soon as she can be par- 
doned and obtains leave from the peni- 
tentiary farm.

Board of Health Gives Board cf Edu- 
cation Thirty Days in Which To 
Improve the Sanitary Con- 
dition of the City’s 
Schools. 


At the meeting of the board of health 
yesterday afternoon it was decided not 
to close the three public schools alleged 
to be in unsanitary condition, as was rec- 
ommended by the committee on conta- 
gious and infectious diseases, but instead 
the board of education was allowed thirty 
days ir which to place the schools in the 
proper sanitary condition. 

If at the expiration of this time tha 
work has not been done, then the board 
will close the schools. - 

The schools affected are the Girls’ High 
school, the Formwalt and the Williams 
street schools. 

None of the members of the board of 
education were present at the session, 
but the plan of the board was brought 
to the attention of the members of the 
health board by Dr. Bizzell, secretary 
of that body. He read a communica- 
tion from President Hoke Smith, of the 
beara of education, to Dr. W. C. Jarni- 
gan, in which the president requested 
that the session of the schools be al- 
lowed to continue and that the necessary 
work be done at convenient intervals. 
This communication was in reply to Dr. 
Jarnigan’s letter notifying President 
Smith of the action of the committee, 

There was practically no discussion of 
the matter and no opposition was ex- 
pressed to the above stated action. Dr. 
Bizzell, however, lent a tinge of spice 
to the meeting by declaring that the 
board of education has been derelict in 
the matter of giving the sanitary con- 
dition of the schools the proper attention 
and-he charged that they had been en- 
deavoring to shift responsibility of the 
matter. 

He did this in making the motion 
that the board be given the thirty days 
in which to carry out the instructions 
of the board of health. “There is no 
dceubt,’’ said he, “but that the board 
of education has been derelict in the 
matter of repairing the schools, and it 
has been attempting to shift the respon- 
sibility for such action from one to an- 
other. 

“I see no reason why the schools should 
be closed. I held a consultation with 
President Smith and Superintendent Sla- 
and they that 


today, informed me 


diately. There is one fact I wish to 
mention, however, and that is that the 
schools have been kept in as clean a 
condition as possible under the circum- 
stances. I, therefore, move that the 
board of education be given thirty days 
in which to place the schools in proper 
sanitary condition.” | 
The motion was passed unanimously, 

Two members of the finance commit- 
tee of the board of education met yes- 
terday afternoon before the meeting of 
the board of health and opened bids for 
the work. The best bid, however, was 
not quite satisfactory and no action 
was taken until this bidder could make 
another showing on a feature of the 
work. i 
Another meeting of this committee will 
be held this morning in the office of 
President Smith and the contract may 
be awarded at this time.

Dr. Percy Lancelot Jones, surgeon of the 
First Tennessee regiment, stationed in the 
Philippines, who reached America after an

| Dr. Jones talked interestingly of condi- 
tions in our ortental fsland colony, 


par- 
ticularly of the prevalence of insanity 
in the American army and the causes that 
produce it. Dr. Jones is the typical ed- 
ucated young American, alert, aggressive 
and imbued with all that is implied by 
the modern spirit of expansion. He 


stands high in his chosen profession, and | 
from his conversation it is evident that | 
he has been a clese and intelligent ob- 


server of affairs in the Philippines. 


During the latter part of his service Dr. | 


Jones wag stationed at lloilo, the second 
city in the Philippines, on the island of 
Panay. He held the important post 
to familiarize himself with sanj- 
tary conditions and to study the maladies 
endemic in that climate. In the course 
of his duties he dally visited the army 
hospital at -Tloilo. 

Dr. Jones said, newspaper 
the contrary notwithstanding, that the 
health of the American soldier in the 
Philippines is fairly good and that the 
mortality from disease in the army is 
hardly more than normal. There are no 
epidemics there, smallpox havjng been 
stamped out early a year ago by rig- 
orous precautionary measures and scien- 
tific treatment. 

Speaking of insanity among the troops, 
Dr. Jones said its prevalence had been 
exaggerated, although it was not to be 
denied that the malady prevailed to an 
abnormal degree. The reason for this la- 
mentable condition, he said, was well 
known to his. profession in the island 
hospitals. It was summed up in a word— 
home-sickness, or, to use the French med- 
ical term, nostalgie. 

Home-sickness, when it assumes the 
form of acute melancholia, is a disease, 
and when the mind cannot be diverted 
from its morbid brooding, the end is 
madness. In many cases, Dr. Jones de- 
clared insanity was caused by home- 
sickness, pure and simple; in still. more 
it was the primary cause, superinduced 
also by the indiscretions and dissipations 
incident to a military campaign in the 
tropics. ° 

Many soldiers, disregarding the health 
rules of the army, expose themselves un- 
necessarily and give full rein to their 
baser nature. Many of them suffer par- 
tial sunstroke as a result of disregarding 
official precautions without being in- 
capacitated for duty or really knowing 
they have b@en seriously affected. This 
is often the premonitory symptom of 
the dread malady. 

Their spirits droop and they drink to 
excess, often the villainous intoxicants of 
the natives. Excesses in this and other 
respects soon debilitate their system. 

They become first weak-minded, or “‘a 
little off,’’ and are relieved of military 
duty. Melancholia deepens into lunacy, 
and after being kept under guard awhile 
in camp, they are put aboard a home- 
bound transport, en route to the gov- 
ernment madhouse. What a home-com- 
ing for the home-sick khaki hero!

Colonel Georse M. Napler, judge advo- 
‘cate, has pushed the cases along rapidly, 
and they have becn finished in a remark- 
ably short time. The six officers of the 
court receive $5 a day each from the state, 
hand it is not likely that the total cost 
‘of the court for the three cases. will go 
over $200, 

Two Cases Are Alike. 

The case of Lieutenant Watt differed 
"but little from that of Sefgeant Huff save 
in the fact that he is an officer. Reputable 
witnesses testified Lieutenant Watt had 

| been drinking; that he was boisterous and 
quarrelaome and used profane language; 
other reputable witnesses, and they ex- 
ceeded in number those fpr the state, 
testified that Lieutenant Watt was per- 
feotly eobér; that he was uniformly quiet 
and gentlemanly, and did nothing unbe- 
coming an officer on the occasion in ques- 
tion. In fact, Lieutenant Watt seemed 
to have the best of it throughout, numer- 
ous unprejudiced witnesses testifying that 
there was nothing improper in his con- 
duct on the occasion in question. Even 

@ judge advocate did not insist on the 

arge of using profane language, there 
being. as he said, no evidence to show it. 

Afternoon Session. 

Colonel Napier concluded his argument 
in the prosecution against Sergeant P. 
H. Huff before the trial of Lieutenant 
Watt was taken up. Colonel Napier de- 
scribed the difficulty on the street car 
as a “disgraceful affair,”’ and said it had 
reached that point of tension where the 
drop of a hat would have precipitated a 
clash and a fight. Colonel Napier thought 
this “great depot city by the great inland 
gea’’ ought to have’'a militia that is in 
every way worthy of its dignity and im- 
portance. 

The charges against Lieutenant G. I. 8S. 
Watt, of the Atlanta Grays, were very 
similar to those against Sergeant Huff. 
Lieutenant Watt was charged with 
drunkenness while on duty, using pro- 
fane language in the presence of ladies, 
disquieting citizens, conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman and neglect 
of duty in not quelling,a disturbance on 
a street car on the night of October’ 13, 
190, while returning from the fair 
grounds. The specification with regard to 
the case against Lieutenant Watt in po- 
lice court was stricken out. 

About the only difference between the 
testimony in the case against Sergeant 
Huff and that against Lieutenant Watt 
was in the “application on’t’’ as Jack 
Bunsby would say. The prosecution pro- 
duced testimony to show that Lieutenant 
Watt was under the influence of liquor 
on the night in question, and that while 
he was able to ‘‘navigate” he was a “‘lit- 
tle reckless.”” A passenger on the car 

|, asked him for a part of a seat which he 
was reserving for Sergeant Huff. The 
witness considered Lieutenant Watt’s re- 
marks insulting. LIdAeutenant Watt said 
he intended to hold the seat and appealed 
to the other soldiers to stand by him.

The Night Session. 

Private’ Wallace, of company K, one 
of the star witnesses for the defense, was 
introduced, with others, at the night ses- 
sion of the court. He is the man who Iin- 
vited a civilian who had made an in- 
Sulting remark about Lieutenant Watt 
to get off the car and fight. Private Wal- 
lace gave his version of the‘affair, and 
besides telling the story of the quarrel 
over the vacant seat, said the civilian 
with whom Lieutenant Watt had the 
principal quarrel was noticeably under 
the influence of liquor, while Lieutenant 
Watt was as sober as he appeared be- 
fore the court. Lieutenant Watt did not 
talk in a loud: voice except when he stood 
up and ordered his men to sit down and 
be quiet. Other witnesses testified along 
the same line, favorably to Lieutenant 
Watt; and several certified to his good 
character and reputation. 

The testimony throughout was similar 
to that in the case of Sergeant Huff, and 
the condition of Lieutenant Watt on the 
night in question was left just about as 
much in doubt as was that of the non- 
commissioned officer. Mr. J. C. Otis, how- 
ever, made a statement which 
that the civilian who sought the seat next 
to Lieutenant Watt had been drinking 
and was quarrelsome. He was doing his 
best to get up a scrap with Lieutenant 
Watt when Mr. Otis took hold of him and 
finally gat him out of the way. Mr. Otis 
asserted that Lieutenant Watt was per- 
fectly sober. He came up voluntarily to 
give his testimony, he said, because he 
thought these young men—Lieutenant 
Watt and Sergeant Huff—were unjustly 
accused. 

Lieutenant Watt made a statement in 
behalf, giving a clear story of 
the whole affair, but introducing no new 
details. Mrs. Mayson’s deposition, which 
was distinctiy favorable to the defendant, 
was then read, both sides closed and the 
case was concluded with the argument.

IN HOTEL SITE 


Promoters May Buy Gate City 


Guard's Armory 


NEW HOTEL COVERS BLOCK 


é 


Deal May Be Closed by Which Pro- 
moters of the New Hotel Will 
Add Armory Property to 
Hotel Siite—Price Is 
$50,000. 


If negotiations recently pending can be 
closed and a deal consummated, the men 
interested in the new hotel to be erected 
at Peachtree and lLwackie_ streets. will 
purchase the Gate City Gward armory, 
and the new hotel structure will cover 
the entire block bounded by Peachtree, 
Luckie, Forsyth and James streets. 

George W. Parrott, Samuel F. Parrott, 
Samuel Barnett and Hoke Smith are the 
parties who will build the new ten-story 
hotel, They now own all of the property 
on the block on which fhe hotel will be 
erected except that occupied by the 
ermory belonging to the Gate City Guard. 
Recently they hive been negotiating with 
the board of trustees controlling this 
prcperty for the Gate City Guard, 
latter being a chartered organization. 

If the (@al is closed and a sale made, 
the entire amount of the purchase money 
will be devoted«to the construction of a 
magnificent modern armory, with a drill 
tall containing 12,000 or 13,000 square feet 
of floor space. 

Some time ago when the men interested 
in the new hotel first began to formulate 
their plans they had an agent apprcach 
the Gate City Guard board of trustees 
ond secure an option on the armory at a 
stipulated price. The price asked was 
eccnsidered too high by the would-be pur- 
chasers, and the deal fell through. 

Later, when the plans of the hotel syn- 
dicsete were made public and the fact 
was announced that the property on the 
armory block was to be improved by the 
erection of a modern ten-3story hotel, the 
beard of trustees advanced the selling 
price of the armory to $50,000. 

Mr. Parrott and his associates, it if 
said, are now willing to pay for the 
armory the price originally stipulated in 
the option by the board of trustees. The 
latter believe that the armory property 
will be increased in value by the erection 
of the hotel, and refuse to sell for less 
than $50,000. 

There the matter rests. 

_ Parties concerned refuse to talk, but it 
is understood that another bidder for the 
prcperty is in the field, and that the 
armery may be sold within a short time. 
It is not known for what purpose the 
armory will be used if it is purchased by 
this third party. 

The Gate City Guard armory fronts 56.7 
feet on Peachtree street and extends 
about 135 feet along James street to For- 
syth street. It is ome of the best known 
pieces of property in Atlanta. The armory 
was erected in the early 80’s by the Gate 
City Guard. It was at that time the 
finest building of the kind in the state. 
It is the only armory in Atlanta owned 
by a military organizaticn. The mem- 
bers of the company have long desired to 
sell it and erect a modern structure more 
suitable to their needs. ° 

The property is controlled by a board 
of trustees consisting of Peter F. Clarke, 
gs. P. Burkert, Captain J. F. O'Neill, R 
Schmidt and Leonard D. White. 


NEED NOT PUT UP THIS YEAR 


Law Gives Assessment Insurance 
Companies Time in Which 
To Breathe.

ded to ss a law to relieve new com- 
i oy trom making the deposit until 
twelve months after their organization. 
As it stands, however, the attorney gen- 
eral stated that it relieved all companies 
in the state from making the deposit this 
vear, but requires all assessment com- 
panies to make it in 192. New companies 
organized after 1901, therefore, will not 
secure the benefit of the le gislation that 
it was intended to provide for them. 


THREE MEN BLOWN TO ATOMS,

POLICE STATION 
“1S OW WANTED 


vy 
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Board Will Ask That a Sub- 
Station Be Established 


SAY IT 1S MUCH NEEDED 


Special Committee Appointed To 
Look Into the Matter and Make 
a Beport—What the Com- 
missioners Have To 
Say About It. 


At a called meeting last night the board 
ef police commissioners took the first 
steps looking to the, establishing of a 


police sub-station. 

It was said that there is not another 
city of Atlanta's sise and population 
which does not have small police stations 
about the city to facilitate the busi- 
ness, 

Commissioner Patterson brought up the 
subject after the financial affairs for the 
next year had been discussed. He said 
that the time had come when the city 
should have another police station. 

“Often our patrol wagons have to go 
five miles on the round trip,”’ said Com- 
minesioner Patterson, “to get a prisoner. 
There is too much waste of time and 
too much wear and tear on wagon and 
horse. I believe a sub-station should be 
established somewhere on the south side 
of the city, probably in the first ward, 
but that part of it can be determined 
later on. I think such a station an ab- 
solute necessity.” 

All the commissioners 
Commissioner Patterson. 

It was stated by Commissioner Jones 
that hundreds of prisoners were hauled 
long distances and sometimes in the 
roughest sort of weather. Men, women 
and boys were sometimes taken for miles 
through a cold rainstorm. 

Commissioner Johnson said he thought 
the matter ought to be looked into at 
once. Atlanta, he said, was growing 
and had to keep up with the pace. 

Commissioner Fox said he was in favor 
of the sub-station if the council would 
make the appropriation. In fact, he 
would like to have two or three of 
them. 

Chairman Brotherton agreed with the 
others. 

Commissioner English was absent and 
his views were not obtained. 

Commissioner Patterson said in con- 
clusion: 

“The fire department has had engine 
houses placed from vear to vear all over 
the city, and very properly; the schools 
have been dotted here and there in dif- 
ferent portions of the city, and it is 
right that this should have been done, 
and now it is time for the police depart- 
ment to have at least one sub-station and 
perhaps two.”’ 

On motion, Chairman Brotherton ap- 
pointed the following special committee 
to take the matter up: Patterson, John- 
son and Fox, 

Commissioner Fox called the attention 
of the board to the fact that a policeman 
had arrested and locked up a special de- 
livery mail boy when he had his letters 
on his person to deliver. 

“The chief should talk to that officer,”’ 
said Commissioner Fox, “and let him 
know that the postmaster is red-hot and 
that such an arrest might get the police- 
man before the United States court for 
interfering with the mails.”’ 

“T think the chief should notify all the 
men,”’ suggested Commissioner Johnson. 

The chief said he would do so. 

The chief announced that several citi- 
zens had asked permission to give mem- 
bers of the police force presents for 
services rendered, and the board allowed 
the presents to be made. 

It was decided to make the detective 
sergeant a captain and this will take 
effect after the election in March, when 
the salary will be raised.

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MONEY WANTED 
TO RUN POLICE 


What Police Board Will Ask 
Council To Appropriate, 


MORE PATROLMEN NEEDED 


Commissioners Met To Look Into the 
Finances for the Ensuing Year. 
Some Salaries Increased 
and More Men Are To 
Be Put on Force. 


The board of police commissioners met 
last night and agreed upon an estimate 
of .the expenses for the police department 


for the ensulng year. Upon this estimate 


| they will make a request for an appro- 
| priation of $165,721.50, which is an increase 
| over last year of about $25,000. 


The recorder’s court received in cash 
last year about $38,000, which was over 
$12,000 more than the previous year, so 
that the actual] increase of appropriation 
wil] not’ be mote than $13,000, With this 
amount the city will have twenty more 
patrolmen on duty every day. 

The chief's salary is to be raised to 
$2,000, the salaries of {the captains to 
$1,300, the sergeants to $2.70 a day, when 
it was formerly $2.0. Under the new 
schedule the patrolmen are to receive 
their old salary of $2.15 instead of $2 a 
day, the wagon men und call officers get 
the same raise: the signal service super- 
intendent an increase of $300 a year, the 
chief’s clerk $25 a month more and the 
other members of the department are to 
get a little more money for their ser- 
vices,

THE BOARD FAILED TO MEET 


Quorum of Members Did Not Attend 
the Session of the Board 
of Education. 


Twenty minutes before the board of 
health meeting was begun, two members 
of the finance committee of the school 
board were endeavoring to hold a meet- 
ing in the Boys’ High school building. 
These gentlemen were Messrs. Turner and 
Miles. President Smith and Messrs. 
Parks and Burns were not present, nor 
could they be found by diligent telephon- 
ing. 

The committee was to meet yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of opening bids 
to put sanitary plumbing in the three 
schools concerned, and possibly to award 
the contracts. The fact that the school 
board had no cash on hand was not al- 
lowed to cut any figure in the proceed- 
ings. ; 

After walting patiently for the re- 
mainder of the committee, none of whom 
put in an appearance, Mr. Miles and Mr. 
Turner proceeded to business,

IN ALL LINES 


Colder Weather Has Stimulated 
Trade in Winter Goods, 


STOCKS REPORTED LARGE 


Cotton Rather Quieter and Unchang» 
ed—Cotton Goois Without Much 
Movement—Large Sales of 


Steel Rails the Fea- 
ture in Iron. 


New York, January 4.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

‘Trade has been quiet in all lines, interest 
being concentrated largely in stock taking and 
contemplation of 1900 results. Colder weather 
has proved a slight stimulant to retail trade 
in winter goods, but stocks in retailers’ hands 
are reported larg é. 

‘Cereals and PE have advanced this 
week, while stocks have declined, but the up- 
ward movement has been one of those famaliar 
of late, a short swing with small fluctuations, 
limited by feverish desire to bag profits. + 

‘‘Railway earnings hold up well for the sea- 
son, and the greatest dividend payments on 
record were refiected in the largest days’ bank 
clearings ever reported at New York. 

‘Fallures show the usual large crop of 
small disasters, a feature of the turn of the 
year, but the results for 1900 as a whole are 
not at all discouraging. December bank clear- 
ings hold the record, although the 1900 total 
as a whole is 8.6 per cent behind |899. 

‘Cotton is rather quiet and unchanged on 
the week, while cotton goods are without much 
movement except as to slightly weaker quota- 
tions for gray cloths at Boston. Fall River 
mills have paid 7% per cent for 1900 and 
an average of 6.50 per cent for eleven years 
past, Spring trade in prints and ginghames has 
begun itn fair volume at Boston. 

‘‘Wool is dull and rather easy. Outside of 
the United States, however, the situation is a 
strong one, as indicated by the firm Melbourne 
and London quotations. Manufacturers here 
will only buy against orders, and, except in 
plain dress woolens, ynothing special is doing. 

‘“‘All branches of the leather and kindred 
trades are in apparently cheerful mood, 

‘“‘Lumber is rather quiet, but it is to be 
noted that whitepine stocks are slightly smaller 
than last year. 

*‘War is reported broken out in rubber goods 
and quotations have certainly been cut, 

‘Sugar prices are also lower, while coffee— 
roasted—has been advanced, which is charged 
to ‘‘readjustments.’’ 

‘The feature. of the week in iron and steel 
has been the large sales of steel rails reported 
from the west, Chicago particularly reporting 
25,000 tons sold in one lot. This spirit of 
activity contrasts strongly with the quiet re- 
ported in nearly all other finished lines and 
also in raw pig. Structural material makers 
have been getting good orders and bridge mak- 
ers looking for a heavy business. This month 
may witness the settlement of the vexed ore 
situation, and also some readjustments cf 
wages to lower costs, Bessemer iron produéers 
have reduced wages 10 per cent, Export trade 
is still quiet and it is notable that for the 
first time in years exports of manufactured 
goods in November were smaller than the yéar 
before. 

‘“‘What looked for a while like a real bull 
movement in wheat devoloped at the close 
of .last week, Realizing by the bulls lost 
most of the advance, but there is a feeling 
in the trade that a strong operator could ma- 
terilally affect prices in the present condition 
of the market 

“Corn arrivals are still of notably poor 
grade, and quotations are higher in sympatny 
with wheat and on large export movement. 

‘“‘Wheat, including flour, shipments for the 
week aggregate 3,914,301 bushels, against 3,- 
868,165 last week, 2,509,682 in the corre- 
sponding week of 1900, 6,860,268 in 1899, 
3,481,576 in 1898 and 3,108,688 in 1897. 
From July Ist to date this season wheat ex- 
ports are 98,065,756, against 106,503,875 last 
season and 128,388,977 in 1898-99. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 4,- 
470,52! bushels, against 4,011,105 last week.

Dun’s Review. 


New York, January 4.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

‘In spite of the interruptions of the holiday 
and of the unusually heavy annual settlements 
in all lines of. business, the neW year opens 
with indications of further progress. There 
is no lack of contracts offered at steady prices 
in the country’s leading industry, and in some 
departments of cotton goods there is a better 
movement, though speculation has depressed 
the price of raw material. Otherwise a de- 
clite in wheat is the only noteworthy move- 
ment in staples. It is explained by a reduc- 
tion in the flour output at Minneapolis, some 
mills shutting down, while the foreign demand 
at Atlantic seaboard cities is not brisk.

Sales at the three 
chief eastern markets amounted to only §3,- 
121,000 pounds for the week, and there ‘s 
much uneasiness over the statement of largest 
stocks at the end of the year, while recent 
failures have not tended to improve the tone. 

“Cotton goods have not the same difficulties 
to contend with, but an abnormally high price 
for raw material acts as a check on this in- 
dustry. 

‘‘Local jobbing and retail trade is brisk in 
boots and shoes, and many manufacturers are 
behind with orders, yet uneven distribution of 
business has left some shops ready to make 
concessions, Shipments from Boston for the 
week were 82,443 cases, against 91,665 a 
year ago. Sole leather is purchased freely, but 
less activity in upper tends to weaken prices, 
Exports of sole from this city were heavier ‘n 
December than in any previous month last 
year, but the total for 1900 fell 306,936 sides 
below 1899.

They Attacked Stock Markel 
with Enthusiasm, 


FORCED © SHARP DECLINES 


St. Paul Suddenly Developed Decided 
Strength, and Advanced 13 3-4. 
Market. Closed Amid In-’ 
tense Excitement and 
Activity at Top. 


New York, January 4.—Today was one of 
the most exciting davs in the history of the 
New York stock exchange, The matter of 
recording the transactions on the exchange is 
inexact at the best and especially in such a 
market as today are transactions likely to he 
lost from the record. But there can be no 
doubt that the aggregate sales for today ex- 
ceed anything ever done before on the ex- 
change. The recorded transactions footed up 
1,837,900 shares, compared with the previous 
record of 1,623,919 shares on November 12, 
1900. There have been wider price mgvements 
than any of those made today in individual 
stocks, or in groups of stocks, but it is doubt- 
ful whether there has ever before been so 
violent a fluctuation in the average price for 
all stocks traded in as from the low price to 
the high price today. The confusion during 
the early hours of the market, while the ultli- 
mate course of prices was still in controversy, 
was beyond all description and the excitement 
during the late period of the day, when the 
demand was at its height and prices were 
moving most rapidly upward, warrants the 
use of the term frenzy. Blocks of many 
thousand shares of stock were bandied about 
from hand to hand among the brokers with 
no more apparent consideration, beyond the 
excitement of the game, than boys shew in 
playing marbles, Considering tae cxtreme va- 
riations in prices and the highly concentrated 
character of some of the dealings, it is no 
exaggeration to say that vast fortunes were 
made and lost on the floor of the exchange 
during the day. The occasigns are very rare 
when sentiment on the exchange has been fo 
abruptly changed from a mood of depression 
to one of excessive exhilaration as was shown 
today,’ although events have occurred to pre- 
cipitate sudden panics in the midst of specu- 
lative excess. It would be useless to attempt 
to analyze closely the causes underlying such 
a market. There was a recrudescence in full 
force of all the bullish sentiment which has 
stirred up the stock market for two tnonths 
past The effect was the more acute by reason 
of the rebound from yesterday’s depression. 
There was, of course, the actual buying re- 
quirements from the bear element, which over- 
extended itself yesterday on the confident as- 
sumption that the reaction once established 
and liquidation started, !t was bound to run 
a lengthened course, but the actual buying 
from this element could have formed but a 
comparatively small proportion of the total 
transactions conducted today, The sentimental 
effect of the rebound on current opinion was 
far more worthy of account, The day opened 
with the bears in confident mood, and they 
attacked the market with enthusiasm, The

There, as elsewhere, 
made itself felt, and 
materializing, there is 
Suppose that it will at an early date 
obtain the practical needed. 

Industrial education based on the prin- 
ciple that the hand must 
along. with the head begins 
dergarten, that method of early educa- 
tion being necessary for the indus- 
trial training to follow as a knowledge 
, of the alphabet to the child who 
being taught to read. aes 

In expression of their efforts in the di- 
_réction of industrial training in the 
south, the Household Economic Associa- 
tion sends out through the Arkansas di- 
vision the following circular letter: 

“Arkansas sends greeting and requests 
that you co-operate with her in urging 
the introductton of domestic science and 
manual training into the public schools 
in the south. This appeal to the vice 
presidents representing the southern 
States is the outgrowth of a conviction 
that the hope of our southland Hes in 
making it possible for the youth to be- 
come practical, useful citizens. A lack 
of the practical in the high schools 
causes a large percentage of the boys 
to drop out at the end of the grammar 
course. We believe that many of the 
evils at present which are a menace 
to society can be averted by training 
the hands as well as the heads. We be- 
lieve the most effective work is going 
to the very foundation to work out re- 
sults, and that foundation is in the 
public schools when the child is plastic, 
‘capable of being molded. 

‘“‘We believe the large interests of our 
home life and home-making would be 
-concerned in a great measure by 
introduction of these sciences into the 
;curriculum. We believe it would secure 
,.better homes and more comforts and op- 
portunities for improving the quality of 
/manhood and womanhood by grounding 
in the children the importance f prompt- 
ness—habits of industry, steadfastness, 
perseverance—al,h of which will edu- 
cate him to regard labor as dignified and 
‘ennobling to man. We believe that such 
an education would make of our south- 
'ern boys and girls practical, useful citi- 
zens. We believe the cause merits suc- 
cefs and the best way to bring about 
the desired end is to encourage the study 
of this subject so that the importance 
will become generally known and ap- 
preciated, after which the generous pub- 
lic understanding it, will demand that 
domestic science and manual training be 
introduced into the regular curriculum 
of our public schools and colleges.”’
